One of the questions that puzzled that 


very inquisitive- visitor, U IlungC'hang, 
was how thin government could possi- 
bly run along in the absence from the 
national capital of moat oi the chief 
executive officers. His traditional in- 
stincts and education, no matter how 
burnished up by intercourse with west- 
ern civilization, still left him associat- 
ing the rule of the great Chinese empire 
with the presence of the. "Son of Heav- 
en" in Peking, and carried out the same 
idea in regard to the presence of the 
ruler of the United States in \\ ashing- 
ton. Li's embarrassment on this ques- 
tion was not unreasonable, uud those 
he questioned on the subject were just 
as unable to satisfy his curiosity n* 
probably tho majority of the general 
public 'would be. The fact is that, 
though tlie president of the United 
States in recent years has frequently 
been absent from, the capital in the 
summer months, the nation is never 
left without an acting executive there. 
The practice, begun by Mr. Cleveland 
during his term, and closely followed 
by Mr. Harrison, and again adopted 
by Mr. Cleveland in his second term, 
has been to designate some special 
cabinet officer as the acting executive, 
lie. has full powers to represent the 
president in the event of any unfore- 
seen emergency arising in our relations 
with any foreign power; this power was 
notably exercised by Secretary BUiinc 
in tho settlement of the Italian incident 
growing out of the Mulln lyneJiings in 
Xevv Orleans.
